for 
Charlton's 
extradition. 
Tills was recited in a formal complaint 
against the prisoner sworn to by Gun 
tavo dl Bossa, the acstlng consul here, 
and upon which Judge Blair in Jersey 
City formally committed Charlton to 
the county Jail here. There he will be 
held 
pending his 
surrender to the 
United States authorities to be ar­ 
raigned before United States Commis­ 
sioner Bowe. No demand for the pris 
oner has as yet been made by the fed­ 
eral authorities. 
Father Classmate of Taft’s. 
Charlton's father Is one of the best 
known lawyers in Washington He Is 
a bit of an expert on international law 
himself, a classmate 
of 
Presid* nt 
T aft’s, and bas long been attached to 
the war department, where it has been 
his duty to (lass on legal questions af­ 
fecting our insular possessions. 
Judge Charlton has come here to 
fight for his boy. One of the very first 
things be did was to employ four of 
the beet alienists he could find. These 
are Dr. Charlet L 
Dana. Dr. Allen 
McLane 
Hamilton. 
Dr. Edward H 
Fisher and Dr. William Jerome Ar 
lltz. of Jersey City. They visited young 
Charlton at the Jersey City jail. 
Judge Charlton also hired one of 
the best known lawyers in the state 
of New Jersey ex-Seuator William D. 
Edwards. 
After the alienists 
had 
examined 
young Charlton at the jail they had a 
talk with his lawyers. State Senator 
Edwards and B. Floyd Clarke. Later 
Mr. Clarke made this statement: ‘ The 
boy Is probably Insane. They have him 
under observation for the purpose of 
determining this point. These gentle 
men are to give as true a statement 
as possible without regard to anything 
» except the truth ” 
When it was recalled to Senator 
Edwards that Drs 
Hamilton, Fisher 
and Dana had figured in the Thaw 
case. Senator Edwards seemed to br­ 
eather put out.

T H E CELERY BED. 
There is 
do relish for the table 
which is more delicious thau crisp, 
nutty flavored celery from the home 
gurdeu. the growing of which Is lo no 
sense a difficult matter, 
lf ooe has 
not thought of the m atter In tim e to 
raise plants from the seed, which re­ 
quire two or three weeks to germinate, 
they may be sci*ured from a neighbor 
or m arket gardener. 
For early use 
there la uo variety which Is superiot 
to the Golden Self Blanching, but any 
variety that one can get will do well 
with proper care. The im portant point 
is to set out stalky, vigorous plants, 
taking ta re to prune back both top

are Im properly fed and cared for but 
little Im provem ent can be effected in 
the flock. 
The im pression Is carried 
by inauy farm ers that It la not im­ 
portant to force the ew e lam bs along 
the first year, as they b are tw o sea­ 
sons to com e to m aturity. 
I consider 
thia a very w rong im pression of the 
situation and one that has an Impor­ 
ta n t bearing upon the Im provem ent of 
th e flock. 
Experience has taught me th at much 
cheaper gains can be m ade and much 
m ore rapidly In the first year of the 
lam b's grow th th an during auy period 
th ereafter. 
Ewe lam bs that are al­ 
lowed to stop grow ing the first year 
never regain norm al condition and, de­ 
spite good breeding, they fail to trans­ 
m it to their offspring the desirable 
qualities found In their parents. 
I have observed ew e lam bs in my 
ow n flocks that. because of Insufficient 
nourishm ent d u rin g the suckling peri­ 
od. failed to m ake the grow th they 
should have made. 
Recs use of the 
good breeding behind these lam bs I 
retained som e of them to replenish my 
flock. 
I have found th at, with one or 
tw o exceptions out of a large num ber 
of Instances, I have never secured a 
lam b from these th a t w as w orth re 
m ining for breeding purposes. 
I am very confident th at th e first 
year of life determ ines to a large ex­ 
tent the fu tu re usefulness of the ewe 
lamb. 
A ew e th a t baa t*een full grown 
will w ithstand neglect aud hardship 
aud bring forth 
well developed off- 
■pring. 
But if she has been poorly 
cared for during ber early life the re 
verse Is Invariably the result. 
A fem ale of any kind m ust have a 
strong, healthy system , with vlgoroua 
constitution to w ithstand the natural 
functions of reproduction. 
These char 
a<-(eristics come iuto n atu ral life dur 
lug early developm ent and not as the 
anim al agee 
T herefore lf one w ants his ew e lambs 
to grow into stroug, healthy and vlg 
orcas breeding stock be m ust begin 
feeding them as soon as he can gel 
them to p artak e of food other than 
th a t furnished by the dam . 
Thia feed 
should contain the elem ents th a t will 
produce bone and m uscle and be glveii 
in troughs clean and pure. 


Cholers Preventive. 
C areful and persistent attention to 
general preventive m easures, such a* 
quarantine, disinfection, proper feed 
lug, etc., on the part of farm ers gen 
erally would no doubt result In a m a­ 
terial reduction In the yearly losses 
from hog cholera, and th e Im portance 
of observing these precaution* cannot 
be overestim ated.
